THREW DEADLY 
BOMB IN BANK 


Assailant and Cashier Killed and 
Many Others Injured- 


WAS REFUSED LOAN OF $5000 


Philadelphia, Pa.. Jan. 7,—With the 
finding of the personal effects of the 
wan who threw the bomb in the Fourth 
Street National Bank on 
Saturday, 
when refused a loan of 55000, killing 
Cashier W. Z, TilcLcar and himself, 
there 3s little doubt left In tho mlnrta 
of the police officials that he was Rollo 
Steele, of Garner, la. 


The dead are: William K. McLear, 
cashier; Rollo Steele, the bomb throw- 
er. 


The injured are: Thomas B. Rutter, 
discount clerk, fractured skull, con- 
cussion of the brain and lacerations 
of the face; William Crump, colored, 
messenger for President Rushton, hor- 
ribly mangled by fragments of bomb, 
eyes partially blown out, sca^p nearly 
torn off and chest and arms badly cut;

Miss Julia Brady, cut about 
face and hands; Frank Laboe, lacerat- 
ed ear; Harper Mercer, slightly cut 
about face and neck; William Wright, 
scalp wounds; Harry Beck, lacerated 
scalp; Eugene Mcllhone, ruptured ear 
drum and laceration of face and scalp;

Every one thinks he knows from ex- 
perience what suits him best, or at 
any rate, as one woman expressed it, 
"likes to eat what he likes, and not 
what is nourishing." 
It has proved financially profitable 


to study the food of plant*, to an- 
alyze the soU where they are to be 
grown, discover what food element 
Is lacking, and by supplying thi» 
produce a more perfect and plenti- 
ful crop. Extensive experiments are 
carried out to determine by what 
system of feeding the most market- 
able steer yielding the largest profit 
can be raised. Even the question of 
whether the corn should be ground 
into a meal or fed to the animal on 
the cob is thought worthy of con- 
sideration and experiment. This, be- 
cause the value of inch care and ex- 
Jferiment can be demonstrated in the 
returns In dollars and cents. A. man's 
health, strength and efficiency depend 
upon the food he eats, but it 1* less 
easy to show the results of experiments 
with human beings than with plants 
and the lower animals. 
In matters 


of food more than in anything else 
the human race has been content to 
follow Its Instincts. Now, however, 
the time has come when it does not 
seem sufficient to appreciate the abil- 
ity of science to first interpret the 
leadings of instinct, and then dis- 
cover means of improving upon them. 
Through the domestic science move- 
ment many of the more intelligent 
housekeepers have come to realize 
the need for more accurate informa- 
tion regarding tb« nutritive and 
economic value of different foods, of 
methods of cooking, and related sub- 
jects. To supply this need the Gov- 
ernment, through the Office of Ex- 
periment Stations of the Department 
of Agriculture, has established a sys- 
tem 
of 
Nutrition 
Investigations. 


These include studies of the food 
consumed 
by typical individuals, 


families, and groups in colleges, hos- 
pitals, and other institutions, to de- 
termine representative food habits, 
to discover the principles underlying 
the natural selection of food, and to 
establish a rational basis for such se- 
lection. 
While very few people In civilized 


countries actually starve, many have 
less food than they need, and multi- 
tudes have less than they would buy 
if they could. 
On the other hand, 


many "people have more food than 
they" should have. 
Careful prepara- 


tion and skillful cooking fits much 
food for use which would otherwise 
be thrown away, and makes what Is 
already edible more easily available, 
and therefore more valuable to the 
body. "We do not, however, know a 
great deal about the effect of cooking 
upon food and its influence upon di- 
gestibility. 
Moreover, 
whenever 


money is scarce and the most should 
be made of food, there the ignorance, 
carelessness, and incompetence of the 
cook are proverbial. Therefore the 
nutrition 
investigations 
have in- 


cluded researches upon the prepara- 
tion of some of the most important 
articles of diet, particularly bread 
and meat. It seems especially suit- 
able that the investigations upon the 
chemistry of meat should be carried 
on in Illinois, which contains the 
greatest distributing centre for this 
food in the world. 
At the University of Iiraols several 


laboratories of the Department of 
Chemistry are devoted to this study. 
Not only are different cuts and kinds 
of raw meat analyzed to discover 
differences in composition and there- 
fore in nutritive value, but they are 
also cooked in various ways to deter- 
mine the comparative value of dif- 
ferent methods of cooking, the losses 
and changes in composition which 
occur, and the influence of these upon 
the digestibility of meat. 


A standing rib. beef roast, Nor in- 


stance, Is shown by analysis to con- 
sist of forty-two per cent, refuse or 
inedible material, bone and gristle, 
twenty-four per cent, water, twenty- 
six per cent, fat, seven per cent, pro- 
teid (muscle-building substance). 0.7 
per cent organic extractives. There- 
fore, if one pays seventy-five cents 
for a five-pound roast of this char- 
acter, thirty-one cents goes to pay for 
waste material and 43.5 cents for ed- 
ible meat divided.as follows: eighteen 
cents for water and 25.5 cents for 
the actually nutritive material. 


The same roast, boned and rolled 


ready for cooking, would weigh 
about three pounds, forty-four per 
cent, of which would "- water, twelve 
per cent, proteid, 1.4 per cent, or- 
ganic extractives, forty-one per cent, 
fat, 
and 0.6 per cent ash. After 


cooking it would weigh two and a 
half pounds if cooked very rare, and 
contain forty per cent, water, four- 
teen per cent, proteid, forty-three per 
cent, fat, 1.5 per cent extractives, 
and 0.7 per cent. ash. Having lost 
more of water than of the other con- 
stituents during cooking, it has be- 
come more concentrated, and a pound 
of the cooked meat contains as much 
nutritive material as eighteen ounces 
of the raw meat. 


It is difficult for the uninitiated to 


appreciate the extent of the work in- 
volved in such investigations, but 
some idea may be gained from the 
fact that a single cooking: experiment, 
including the analysis of the meat 


of 


putable evidence to justify definite 
conclusions. In the course of these 
investigations nearly a hundred raw 
meats have been analyzed, and three 
hundred cooking experiments per- 
formed-. Results which are of prac- 
tical as well as scientific value have 
been obtained. 


"When meat is cooked in water, II 


may loose from ten to fifty per cent, 
in weight, depending upon the condi- 
tions of cooking. Most of this lose 
Is due to the water cooked out of the 
meat. Almost half of the water pres- 
emt ia the raw meat is lost in this 
way, so that it Is uot surprising that 
boiled meats should seem BO dry. 
Meat* cooked by roasting lose from 
thirteen to thirty-seven per cent, of 
their total weight. 
Only about a 


third of the water Is lost under these 
conditions, leaving the meat much 
more juicy. The roasted meat loses 
very much more fat than does the 
boiled meat, but this Is not import- 
ant, since it may saved In the drip- 
pings, and more fat probably remains 
in the meat than will be eaten. 


The loss of the organic extractives 


—a class of substances about which 
very little is known, except that they 
are responsible for the flavor and 
stimulating effect of meat—Is quite a 
different matter. When the meat is 
broiled or roasted only a small part 
of these exude, but if they are cooked 
in water more than three-fourths of 
them are dissolved and pass into the 
broth. 
The meats from which the 


soluble constituents have been re- 
moved are very much less effective 
In stimulating the flow of the diges- 
tion juices, and therefore have a 
lower dietetic value than those which 
retain more of these substances. The 
juciness, tenderness, and flavor of a 
roast or porterhouse steak are of 
sufficient physiological importance to 
justify to some extent a preference 
for these, even at the higher price 
one must pay for them, than for meat 
for boiling or stewing. 


In cooking meats 


losses increase with 
time and temperature of cooking. 
The smaller the size of the pieces in 
which the meat is cooked, the greater 
also will be the losses, "in roastiftg 
the losses Increase- the more thor- 
oughly the meat is cooked. 
Meat 


that is cooked well done loses fully 
twice as much as that which is left 
rare. 
This means that the latter 


is not only more juicy, but contains 
more of the soluble flavoring constit- 
uents than the former. Being in a 
condition that resembles raw meat, 
it is more easily though not more 
completely digested than is the well- 
done meat. 
All meats, irrespective 


of the method of cooking have a 
high food value when judged by the 
kind and amouni of nutritive ingre- 
dients present.—Scientific American. 


SODA VS. LIME BORDEAUX.

In the first place, Latin is a more 


exact and concise language than Eng- 
lish and. being a dea4 language, 
does not change, as all living tongues 
do. 


Secondly, since a very large pro- 


portion of all drugs in use are bo- 
tanical, they have In the pharma- 
copoeia the same names that they 
have In botany—the scientific names. 
Two-thirds of such drugs are with- 
out any English equivalents for their 
Latin names. 
They cannot, there- 


fore, be Indicated in English. 
' 


The third reason is a very practical 


one. 
Suppose a physician should 


write a prescription in English. The 
patient. If it Is to be supposed, reads 
the prescriotion, thinks he remem- 
bers It, and so tries to get it filled 
from memory the second time.

may, for instance, have called for 
Iodide of potassium, which the pa- 
tient, a careless or uneducated man 
perhaps, confuses with cyanide of 
potassium.

A billion and a half dollars are 
Bpent every year by the people of tho 
United Slatos for the meat they eat 
—about a third of the whole amount 
expended for raw 
food 
materials 
This immense sum Is used to -^pur 
chase a food of whose nature and 
dietetic value very little is known 
Every one thinks he knows from ex- 
perience what suits him best, or at 
any rate, as one woman expressed it 
"likes to eat what he likes, and not 
what is nourishing." 


It has proved fiuancially profitable 
to study the food of plants, to an- 
alyze the soil where they ar« to be 
grown, discover what food element 
is lacking, and 
by supplying 
thii 
produce a more perfect and plenti- 
ful crop. 
Extensive experiments are 
carried out to determine by what 
system of feeding the most market- 
able steer yielding tho largest profit 
can be raised. 
Even tho question of 
whether the corn should be ground 
into a meal or fed to tho animal on 
the cob is thought worthy of con- 
sideration and experiment. This, bo- 
cause the value of such care and ex- 
jj^iment can be demonstrated in 
returns in dollars and cents. A man'« 
health, strength and efficiency depend 
upon the food he eats^ but it is less 
easy to show the results of experiments 
with human beings than with plants 
and the lower animals. 
In matters 
of food more than in anything else 
the human race has been content to 
follow Its instincts. 
Now, however, 
the time has come when it does not 
seem suflloient to appreciate the abil- 
ity of science to first interpret the 
leadings of instinct, and then dis- 
cover means of improving upon them. 
Through the domestic science move- 
ment many of the more intelligent 
housekeepers have come to realize 
the need for more accurate informa- 
tion 
regarding 
the 
nutritive 
and 
economic value of different foods, of 
methods of cooking, and related sub- 
jects. 
To supply this need the Gov- 
ernment, through the Office of Ex- 
periment Stations of the Department 
of Agriculture, has established a sys- 
tem 
of 
Nutrition 
Investigations. 
These include studies of the food 
consumed 
by 
typical 
individuals, 
families, and groups In colleges, hos- 
pitals, and other Institutions, to de- 
termine representative food habits, 
to discover the principles underlying 
the natural selection of food, and to 
establish a rational basis for such se- 
lection. 


While very few people in civilized 
countries actually starve, many have 
less food than they need, and multi- 
tudes have less than they would buy 
if they could. 
On the other hand, 
many people have more food than 
they should have. 
Careful prepara- 
tion and skillful cooking fits much 
food for use which would otherwise 
be thrown away, and makes what is 
already edible more easily available, 
and therefore more valuable to the 
body. 
We do not. however, know a 
great deal about the effect of cooking 
upon food and its influence upon di- 
gestibility, 
Moreover, 
whenever 
money is scarce and the most should 
be made of food, there the ignorance, 
carelessness, and incompetence of tho 
cook are proverbial. 
Therefore the 
nutrition 
investigations 
have 
in- 
cluded researches upon the prepara- 
tion of some of the most important 
articles of diet, particularly bread 
and meat. 
It seems especially suit- 
able that the investigations upon the 
chemistry of meat should be carried 
on in Illinois, which contains 
the 
greatest distributing centre for this 
food in the world. 


At the University of lü'nols several 
laboratories of the Department of 
Chemistry are devoted to this study. 
Not only are different cuts and kinds 
of raw meat analyzed to discover 
differences in composition and there- 
fore in nutritive value, but they are 
also cooked in various ways to deter- 
mine the comparative value of dif- 
ferent methods of cooking, the loB—ñ 
and changes in composition 
which 
occur, and the influence of these upon 
the digestibility of meat. 


A standing rlU beef roasts V>r in- 
stance, is shown by analysis to con- 
sist of forty-two per cent, refuse or 
inedible material, bone and gristle, 
twenty-four per cent, water, twenty- 
six per cent, fat, seven per cent, pro- 
teld (muscle-building substance), 0.7 
per cent, organic extractives. 
There- 
fore, if one pays seventy-five cents 
for a flve-pound roast of this char- 
acter, thirty-one cents goes to pay for 
waste material and 43.5 cents for ed- 
ible meat divídelas follows: eighteen 
cents for water and 25.5 cents for 
the actually nutritive material. 


The same roast, boned and rolled 
ready 
for 
cooking, 
wonld 
welgti 
about three pounds, forty-four per 
cent, of which would 1- water, twelve 
per cent, proteld, 1.4 per cent, or- 
ganic extractives, forty-one per cent, 
fat, and 0,6 per cent ash. 
After 
cooking It would weigh two and a 
half pounds if cooked very rare, and 
contain forty per cent water, four- 
teen per cent, proteld, forty-three per 
cent, fat, 1.5 per cent extractives, 
and 0.7 per cent. ash. 
Having lost 
more of wat^r than pf the other con- 
stituents during cooking, it has be- 
come more concentrated, and a pound 
of the cooked meat contains as much 
nutritive material as eighteen ounces 
of the raw meat. 


It is difficult for the uninitiated to 
appreciate the extept of the work in- 
volved in such investigations, but 
gome idea may be gained from the 
fact that a single cooking experiment, 
including the analysis of the meat 


•lUir 


accompanying 
broth 
or 
drippings, 
means that ono hundred and forty 
chemical 
determinations 
must 
be 
made—sufflcient work to take all of 
ono man's time 
for three 
weeks. 
Moreover, each cooking experiment 
must be repeated a number of times, 
in order to collect sufliclent and Indis- 
putable evidence to justify definite 
conclusions. 
In the course of these 
investigations nearly a hundred raw 
meats have been analyzed, and three 
hundred cooking experiments per- 
formed*. 
Results which are of prac- 
tical as well as scientific value have 
iMen obtained. 


When meat is cooked in water, II 
may loose from ten to fifty per cent, 
in weight, depending upon the condi- 
tions of cooking. 
Most of this loss 
is due to the water cooked out of the 
meat. Almost half of tho water prea 
emt in tho raw moat is lost in this 
way, so that it is not surprising that 
boiled meats should seem so dry. 
Meats cooked by roasting lose from 
thirteen to thirty-seven per cent, ol 
their total weight. 
Only about « 
third of the water is lost under these 
conditions, leaving the meat much 
more Juicy. 
Tho roasted meat loses 
very much more fat than does the 
boiled meat, but this Is not Import- 
ant, since it may saved in the drip- 
pings, and more fat probably remains 
la the meat than will be eaten. 


The loss of the organic extractlree 
class of substances about which 
very little is known, excopt that they 
are responsible for the flavor and 
stimulating effect of meat—Is quite a 
different matter. 
When the meat is 
broiled or roasted only a small part 
of these exude, but if they are cooked 
in water more than three-fourths of 
them are dissolved and pass into the 
broth. 
The meats from which the 
soluble constituents 
have been 
re- 
moved are very much less effective 
in stimulating the flow of the diges- 
tion Juices, and 
therefore have 
a 
lower dietetic value than those which 
retain more of these substances. The 
Juciness, tenderness, and flavor of a 
roast or porterhouse steak are of 
sufficient physiological importance to 
Justify to some extent a preference 
for these, even at the higher price 
one must pay for them, than for meat 
for boiling or stewing. 


In 
cooking meats 
in water 
the 
losses increase with the length of 
time and 
temperature of 
cooking. 
The smaller the size of the pieces in 
which the meat is cooked, the greater 
also will be the losses. 
In roastiAg 
the losses increase- the more thor- 
oughly the meat is cooked. 
Meat 
that is cooked well done loses fully 
twice as much as that which Is left 
rare. 
This means that the latter 
Is not only more Juicy, but contains 
more of the soluble flavoring constit- 
uents than the former. 
Being in a 
condition that resembles raw meat, 
it Is more easily though not more 
completely digested than Is the well- 
done meat. 
All meats, irrespective 
of the method of cooking have a 
high food value when judged by the 
kind and amount of nutritive Ingre- 
dients' present.—Scientific American.

AVhy Doctors 
Use 
Dead 
Tongue in Prescribing. 


Why does the doctor write his pre- 
scription In Latin instead of English? 


In the first place, Latin Is n more 
exact and concise language than Eng- 
lish and, being a dea4 language, 
does not change, as all living tongues 
do. 


Secondly, since a very large pro- 
portion of all drugs in use are bo* 
tanical, they have In the pharma- 
copoeia the same names that they 
have in botany—the scientific names. 
Two-thirds of such drugs are with- 
out any English equivalents for their 
Latin names. 
They cannot, there- 
fore, be indicated in English, 
' 


The third reason is a very practical 
one. 
Suppose a physician 
should 
write a prescription in English. 
The 
patient, if it is to be supposed, reads 
tho prescription, thinks he remem- 
bers it, and so tries to get it filled 
from memory the second time. 
It 
may, for instance, have called for 
iodide of potassium, which the pa- 
tient, a careless or uneducated man 
perhaps, confuses with cyanide of 
potassium. 
Of the first drug he 
could safely take ten grains, but one 
grain of the second would kill him. 


Perhaps the above Is an extreme 
assumption, but it will serve as an 
Illustration, 
In this respect Latin is 
a positive protection and a safe- 
guard to tho patient. 
The average 
patient, not being able to read Latin, 
cannot therefore ^ave recourse to 
his memory. 


The final reason is this: Latin is a 
language used by scientific men the 
world over. Ko other language is so 
honored. 
A ¡-«atin prescription may 
bo filled In any country on the face 
of the earth where there is 
drug 
store.

Dumper Crop More Wkoly to AiTeci 


Prico of Hogs Than of Uie Cereal. 
Grain men In tho West who watched 
the price of corn sag down from 
fifty cents toward the low forties on 
the growing estimates of the crop are 
reported to have turned bullish again 
despite the fact that the private es- 
timates that have come In since the 
Government figure of 2.780,000,000 
bushels was made known are putting 
the total at 
3 . 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 . 0 0 0 
bushels 
and over. 
These speculators take 
their confidence from the experience 
of last year, which showed how the 
country In prosperous times can ab- 
sorb a record crop. 


Last year's corn output of approx- 
imately 2,708.000,000 bushels 
was 
talcen up at pr'ces that ruled more 
generally in the fifties than the for- 
ties, though, of course, a large per- 
centage of the corn harvested was 
held by the farmers and dealers over 
the year in the vain hope that two 
btg crops would not come In success- 
ion. 


The ability of the country to take 
care of so much of this grain has 
small relation to tho consumption of 
cornpones and hominy, and very lit- 
tle depends upon the export demand. 
It is the great American bog that 
takes care of the bulk of it, and the 
ability of the people to take up the 
pork supply is the chief factor im 
making the price of the cereal. 
It 
can be estimated to a bushel just how 
much corn it takes to make a hog fit 
for market, and a very direct reaction 
of the price of one on the other is 
the result. 


The general prosperity oi the coun- 
try is the measure of the pork con* 
ramption« and the packer« look for^ 
ward this year to making a new rec- 
ord in this at in all kinds of meat 
Mies, packing house scandals not- 
withstanding. 
One of the greatest 
factors in tho prospective consum- 
tion of pork and of corn, too, Is the 
unprecedented 
prosperity 
In the 
8outh, where there wlil be no lack 
of ''hog and hominy*' this winter. 
A large part of these staples will have 
to come from the outside markets, 
for the small farmer of the Southern 
States Is reported to have neglected 
to grow enough for home consump- 
tion in his attention to cotton. 


Even the export trade in pork pro- 
ducts in expected to grow, now that 
the excitement following the Rey- 
nolds report has somewhat subsided. 
How great this foreign demand for 
hog products is, compared with the 
raw grain, is seen in last year's ex- 
port returns, which show that, while 
the corn exported amounted to 88,- 
S07,223 bushels, pork products, in- 
cluding ham, bacon, pork and lard, 
footed up to 1,209,777,781 pounds.— 
New York Times.

GROWING RHODODENDRONS. 
Twelve years ago I planted a small 
•election of hardy Catawbiense hybrid 
rhododendrons in a well protected ra­ 
vine, in light loamy limestone soli. 
(The soil in

The surface of the bed was 
annually mulched with leaf soil and 
leaves, and they were well watered, 
but they always looked 
uphappy. 
They struggled along, produced but 
few flowers, made little growth, and 
were scorched every winter, 
Five 
years later another attempt was made 
on an entirely different plan. In this 
same ravine, which is thoroughly pro­ 
tected from the sweep of north, 
northwest and west winds, an irregu­ 
lar area of about 2000 square feet 
was dug out to a depth of from two 
to two and one-half feet. 
There be­ 
ing good natural drainage, the space 
was simply filled in with soil taken 
from a swamp, or a kind of sink hole 
among some small hills, containing a 
deposit of partially decayed organic 
matter— leaves, moss, fern roots, etc., 
forming a material intermediate be­ 
tween muck and peat,

SECBETAEY'S KEPORT 


Of The Farmers' Institute Held 
in New Oxford, Friday and 
Saturday, Dec. 21 and 22. 


DK. J. E. FCXK. 


The subject of Dr. Funk's first dis- 


course, viz: ''Potato Culture," was one 
of deep interest and importance to the 
farmer as there is hardly a farmer who 
does not raise potatoes. After a few pre- 
1 uninary remarks on the history of the 
potato Dr. Funk proceeded to uphold to 
his audience the results of his exper- 
ience raising potatoes. Dr. Funk cites 
few necessary requisites for successful 
potato growing, viz: the proper §oil, fer- 
tilizer, selection of the proper seed and 
proper tillage. To give the discourse in 
detail would entail much space and time 
and it will be just as well perhaps better 
to give only the essential points ou po- 
tato growing. 


Select if possible a hillside with a good 


. growth of clover sod which should Le 


plowed down to the depth of 8 inches, in 
the fall of the year so- the sod has a 
chance to partly decay before planting 
time* Early in spring as soon as ground 
is light and mellow, cultivate deep and 
thoroughly iu different directions and 
mark out about 3 feet apart. Do not use 
stable manure as a fertilizer as it is not 
the properly balanced plant food for the 
potato, but use a commercial fertilizer 
with the highest possible percentage of 
potash. 


Select the seed according to a certain 


uniform style or appearance, and cut 
them in such a manner as to have at least 
two healthy eyes to each piece. The 
speaker illustrated how a potato could 
l>e cut into four pieces with two eyes 
"with, each piece, Lay the seed in the 
furrow, either out-side up or down, 
about 12 to 15 inches apart and cover 
about 3J inches deep. It is essential to 
plant deep and cover shallow. 


Start spraying and cultivation early 


and be sure to Keep covered with earth 
the small stems that come out from the 
main stalk just above the roots because 
on these the potatoes grow. If they are 
not covered the/ will turn up and form 
additional stalks and there you will have 
a very large spreading plant with no po- 
tatoes on it.

In 1S70 tbo late Captain Spliedt, 
at the time first mate ef the American 
built clipper La Rochelle, under Ger- 
man colors, outsailed 
the

stenm gunboat Medusa, and ran into

refuge, writes Ferdinand Kaegebehn, 
in the New York Sun, 
The La Ro- 
chelle was blockaded there until the 
end of the war.

1867. Off the coast of Chile this fine 
vessel was almost totally dismasted, 
everything was carried away on the 
fore and main above the lower mast- 
heads. In two weeks Captain Lauch- 
lan stepped a wonderful Jury rig, and 
reached San Francisco in 102 days 
from New York, which was said to be 
the best passage ever made for the 
leason. From San Francisco the Sov- 
ereign of the Seas sailed for the Sand- 
wich Islands. Loading for New Yoi;k, 
Bhe made the run from Honolulu to 
Bandy Hook In the phenomenal time 
of eighty-two days. 
In twenty-two 
days the great clipper logged 
63 01 
knots. 
Her record run for one day 
was 362 miles. 


The McKay built clipper Lightning 
made a run from Melbourne to Liv- 
erpool in sixty-three days, and the 
James Baines ran from Boston to 
Liverpool in twelve days and alx 
hours. 
Another famous McKay clip- 
per, the Flying Cloud, made 
87i 
miles one day in a ninety-day run to 
San Francisco. 
The Comet made a 
voyage from San Francisco to Sandy 
Hook in eighty-three days, averaging 
210 miles a day for the entire dis- 
tance. 
The Palestine ran from New 
York to Portsmouth, England, in 
fourteen days, squarely beating the 
Cunard steamer that sailed on the 
lame day. * Tho famoua'SovereIgn of 
the Seas In a fourteen-day run from 
New York to Liverpool In June, 1852, 
made in one day 340 miles, while the 
Cunard steamer Canada was making 
200 miles.

Canton River, 
China, to New York in seventy-six 
days. 
The extreme clipper Flying 
Fish made three 
voyages 
to San

days. 
About 
1853 the clipper 
Ino 
came 
from 
Singapore to New York in eighty-six 
days, the Pilot from Manila to Salem 
In ninety-six days, the Shooting Star 
from Canton to New York in eighty- 
six days, the Atalanta from Canton to 
Kew York in eighty-four days. 
Such 
ihipsvas the Young America, Sweep- 
itakes, Sea Berpent, Phantom, Sierra 
Nevftda and Westward Ho were the 
admiration of all the world. 


McKay's masterpiece was the giant 
four masted clipper Great Republic, 
of 4555 tons, launched September 4, 
1853, at East Boston, 
Well known 
and cherished in New York ia the 
Dame ot the famous Yankee packet 
Dreadnought, the champion of the 
broad Atlantic, and the name of her 
gallant 
and 
dashing 
commander 
Btanda out clear in the hall of ship- 
ping fame. Samuels waa the Yankee 
tar par excellence, and 
a 
popular 
hero, wortny of the great ship he 
Bommanded, 
At eleven Samuels ran 
away from home and learned his first 
lesson In sailoring on Long Island 
Bound and the Hudson River. 
He 
was shanghaied from a revenue brig 


fought cannibals, became second and 
chief officer in the British marine, 
and at twenty was xuastor of an 
American vessel. He outsailed a fleet 
of British warships in the Mediter- 
ranean, emulating 
Captain 
Dale's 
earlier exploit in the same water». 
Admiral Nelson, of the British navy, 
who was watching Captain Dale'i 
squadron, said: 
"There *is In 
ths 
handling of those transatlantic ships 
a nucleus of trouble for the navy of 
Great Britain." 


Samuels decHnod the post of Ad- 
miral In the Turkish navy. 
He res- 
cued a Christian lady from a Turkish 
harem, and battled 
with 
Mcdlter* 
ranean pirates. Samuels was the real 
sailor of romance, the Captain Kettle 
and Nares In one. 
His succcss as 
master Induced Governor E. D. Mor- 
gan, Francis B. Cutting, David Ogden 
and other New Yorkers to subscrlbt 
and build for Samuels the powerful 
and large clipper Dreadnought at 
Newburyport in 1853. 
On her first 
homeward run from Liverpool tha 
Dreadnought reached Sandy Hook 
Just as the Cunarder Canada, which 
started a day earlier, reached Boston. 


In 1S59 the Dreadnought ran 3000 
miles in thirteen days and eight 
houra. 
The 
quickest 
transatlanti« 
passage ever recorded by a sailing 
ship was made by the Dreadnought 
when ahe ran to Queenstown in 1860 
in nine days and seventeen hours. 
Even at this day this is "going some" 
for medium steamers. 
The Dread- 
nought waa never passed in anything 
more than a four knot breeze, and 
ahe stood driving as long as her saila 
and spars would stand the strain. 
She was called the "wild boat of the 
Atlantic" and the 
"Flying 
Dutch- 
man." 
Twice she carried the latest 
news to Europe, slipping In between 
steamers of the Collins, Cunard and 
Inman lines. 
The wonderful record 
of the Dreadnought was due to the 
strict discipline of her crew, and the 
driving of the vessel under all canvas 
that could be carried from time of 
leaving to making port. 


"Cracking on sail" and "carrying 
hard" was a genuine accomplishment 
of the Yankee merchant captains, and 
a direct opposite of recklessness, as it 
may have appeared to our astonished 
rivals. 
A British or a Dutch or a 
French ahlp, snugged down to reefeu 
topsalla and holding bare steerage 
way in the South Pacific or Indian 
Ocean, would see a cloud of snow 
white canvas burst out of the gloom 
and vanish like a ghost to leeward, 
a Yankee clipper under royals. 


The medium clipper Florence, 1000 
tona, on a run from New York to 
Java Head, made 260 miles in one 
day and passed 
two barks 
tinder 
reefed canvas and close reefed top- 
sails standing in the same way, tho 
American ship with royals and top- 
gallant studding sails. 
The tenth 
week out the Florence a.veraged 251 
miles a day for seven days, and 
passed a ship under topsails, the 
Florence having royals out. 
On one 
voyage the 
Florence 
arrived 
at 
Penang in eighty-one days, and in 
these eighty-one days the topsail hal- 
liards were started only to take in a 
single reef for a few hours. In a voy- 
age from Shanghai to England the 
Florence on January 11, 1859, seven- 
teen days out, exchanged signals with 
the English ship John Waterman, 
that had sailed thirteen days before 
her. 


What might be done in the way of 
getting ice and beating out the am- 
monia machines can be learned from 
the early exploits of our clipper ships. 


As far 
back as 1812 
Frederic 
Tudor, of Boston, sent small cargoes 
of New England ice to the West In- 
dlea. After 1815 Mr. Tudor secured 
a monopoly of the ice trade for tho 
city of Havana, and later he extended* 
the shipments to Charleston, Savan- 
nah and New Orleans. 
By careful 
packing he managed to send Ice out 
to Calcutta. 
The European and In- 
dian merchants bought the whole 
supply, and a regular trade in Massa- 
chusetts ice sprang 
up 
which 
re- 
mained active and lucrative for thirty 
years. 
Indeed, the ice ships gave 
Boston a long mastery of the general 
Calcutta traffic. The originality and 
audacity of this ice export business 
was vividly American, 
No man who

McKay's masterpiece was the giant 
four masted clipper Great Republic, 
of 4555 tons, launched September 4, 
1853, at East Bostoa.

name of the famous Yankee packet 
Dreadnought, the champion of the 
broad Atlantic, and the name of her 
gallant 
and 
dashing 
commander 
stands out clear in the hall of ship­ 
ping fame. Samuels was the Yankee 
tar par excellence, and a popular 
hero, wortny of the great ship he 
tommanded. 
At eleven Samuels ran 
away from home and learned his first 
lesson in salloring on Long island 
Sound and the Hudson River, 
He 
was shanghaied from a revenue brig 
Into a Baltimore ship bound for Eng­ 
land. This was his first introduction 
to deep water. 
He was chased by 
West Indian pirates, served in the 
Texan navy, sailed in a haunted ship 
around the world, fell overboard, 


Admiral Nelson, of the British navy, 
who was watching Captain Dale's 
squadron, said: 
“There #is in 
the 
handling of those transatlantic ships 
a nucleus of trouble for the navy of 
Groat Britain." 


Samuels declined the post of Ad­ 
miral in the Turkish navy. 
He res­ 
cued a Christian lady from a Turkish 
harem, and battled 
with 
Mediter­ 
ranean pirates. Samuels was the real 
sailor of romance, the Captain Kettle 
and Nares in one. 
His succcss at 
master induced Governor E. D. Mor­ 
gan, Francis B. Cutting, David Ogden 
and other New Yorkers to subscribe 
and build for Samuels the powerful 
and large clipper Dreadnought at 
Newburyport in 1853. 
On her first 
homeward run from Liverpool the 
Dreadnought reached Sandy Hook 
juBt as the Cunarder Canada, which 
started a day earlier, reached Boston. 


In 1859 the Dreadnought ran 3000 
miles in thirteen days and eight 
hours. 
The 
quickest 
transatlantie 
passage ever recorded by a sailing 
ship was made by the Dreadnought 
when she ran to Queenstown in 1860 
in nine days and seventeen hours. 
Even at this day this is “going some" 
for medium steamers. 
The Dread­ 
nought was never passed in anything 
more than a four knot breeze, and 
she stood driving as long as her sails 
and spars would stand the strain. 
She was called the “wild boat of the 
Atlantic" and the 
“Flying 
Dutch­ 
man." 
Twice she carried the latest 
news to Europe, slipping in between 
steamers of the Collins, Cunard and 
Inman lines. 
The wonderful record 
of the Dreadnought was due to the 
strict discipline of her crew, and the 
driving of the vessel under all canvas 
that could be carried from time of 
leaving to making port. 


“Cracking on sail" and “carrying 
hard" was a genuine accomplishment 
of the Yankee merchant captains, and 
a direct opposite of recklessness, as it 
may have appeared to our astonished 
rivals. 
A British or a Dutch or a 
French ship, snugged down to reefeu 
topsails and holding bare steerage 
way in the South Pacific or Indian 
Ocean, would see a cloud of snow 
white canvas burst out of the gloom 
and vanish like a ghost to leeward, 
a Yankee clipper under royals. 


The medium clipper Florence, 1000 
tons, on a run from New York to 
Java Head, made 260 miles in one 
day and passed two barks 
under 
reefed canvas and close reefed top­ 
sails standing in the same way, the 
American ship with royals and top­ 
gallant studding sails. 
The tenth 
week out the Florence averaged 251 
miles a day for seven days, and 
passed a ship under topsails, the 
Florence having royals out. 
On one 
voyage the 
Florence 
arrived 
at 
Penang in eighty-one days, and in 
these eighty-one days the topsail hal­ 
liards were started only to take In a 
single reef for a few hours. In a voy­ 
age from Shanghai to England the 
Florence on January 11, 1859, seven­ 
teen days out, exchanged signals with 
the English ship John Waterman, 
that had sailed thirteen days before 
her.

As far 
back as 1812 
Frederic 
Tudor, of Boston, sent small cargoes 
of New England ice to the West In­ 
dies. 
After 1815 Mr. Tudor secured 
a monopoly of the ice trade for the 
city of Havana, and later he extended* 
the shipments to Charleston, Savan­ 
nah and New Orleans. 
By careful 
packing he managed to send Ice out 
to Calcutta.

supply, and a regular trade In Massa­ 
chusetts Ice sprang 
up 
which 
re­ 
mained active and lucrative for thirty 
years. 
Indeed, the ice ships gave 
Boston a long mastery of the general 
Calcutta traffic. 
The originality and 
audacity of this ice export business 
was vividly American. 
No man who 
was not very sure of himself would 
ever have

such a perishable 
freight out upon a four or five months 
voyage, which involved crossing the 
equator, doubling De Gama's stormy 
cape and steering through the fur­ 
nace heat of the Indian Ocean.
